Response to Amendment 



1. Applicant's amendment filed 09/08/2003 has been entered and carefully considered. 



2. Claims 1, 4, 6, 9-12 and 25-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a toner supply container comprising a 
toner feeding member including a rotatable plate-like member being provided with a projection 
extending so as to be inclined with respect to a rotational axis thereof to guide the toner on said 
plate-like member toward the opening with the rotation of said plate-like member, and a through- 
hole for allowing the toner on said plate-like member to fall, thus stirring the toner with rotation 
of said plate-like member.
